OF HOME MORTGAGE DEBT 


About two-fifths of the mort- 
gage debt outstanding on one- 
to four-family residences is cur- 
rently ufiderwritten by the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration or 
the Veterans Administration, it 
was feported today by the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of St. Luuis. 

In an article in the Novem- 
ber issué of its Monthly Review, 
the bank said that at the end 
| of 1954 the estimated mortgage 
debt on these types of residence 
was about 75 billion dollars, of 
which 32 billion or about 42 per 
cent was federally underwritten. 
In 1950 and 1951 the proportion 
was about one-third and for the 
next three years about one- 
fourth, it said. 

However; FHA and VA fi- 
nancing has accounted for more 
than one-half of private regsi- 
dential housing starts for more 
| than a year, the bank reported.

Death on the Daniel Boone 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

My husband and I and our three 
older children were driving in from 
the country Sunday afternoon on 
the Daniel Boone Highway and came 
onto the most awful accident I have 
ever seen. 

It was hideous. Bloody, destroyed 
bodies were lying on the road, Two 
cars were utterly ruined. One was 
upside down and split in half. A 
dreadfully injured man groped his 
bleody way through the mess trying 
to find his young son. 

Three men were killed in this 
tragic accident and three others ter- 
ribly injured; one passenger escaped 
being harmed. 


It was a horror to see this death 
and sheer misery on a beautiful, clear 
Sunday afternoon. If it had hap- 
pened three minutes later it would 
have been our car, with my loved 
ones and me in it. It probably would 
have left my two children at home 
orphans. ; 

It made both my husband and me 
sick to see this display of human 
suffering. The driver of the car 
that caused this monstrous thing was 
but a young man of 18. He obviously 
must have been driving at a terrific 
rate of speed to cause this tragedy, 
and from the looks of things I would 
say it must have been close to 90. 

His car literally left a one-way 
two-car lane, crossed an 18-foot-wide 
grass dividing area and plunged into 
a family group of two men and their 
three children, an innocent, happy 
group driving sanely and sensibly 
home to their wives and mothers. 

For an 18-year-old driving at such 
terrific speed is utterly inexeusable 
and unpardonable. This young man 
is dead, but how are we going to 
stop others, young or old, from 
driving so fast? 

Something must be done, because 
none of us wants to be the next inno- 
cent victims. MRS. R.A.W. JR.

Waiting for a Tax Refund 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


“Anyone reading the list of tax re- 
fund claimants in your paper must 
g the impression that all valid 
claims for 1954 tax refunds were 
paid during the past six months, and 
what is now in progress is the “clean- 
up” drive. 

‘Far from it. Early in March |! 
filed two claims on simple 1040 re- 
turns, for refunds, amounting to over 
$150 for two of my friends. Early 
in August, when most all of us had 
gdtten our refund checks, I inquired 
at the Revenue office about these 
returns.' Weeks later I received a 
form letter acknowledging receipt of 
the inquiry and also stating that the 
addresses furnished on the returns 
were correct. No more! 

My friends and I believe in pay- 
ing our taxes promptly. We also 
realize that the Revenue Department 
is several years behind in checking 
al] returns, so all of us must be pre- 
pared to face, the consequences if 
mistakes or false claims for refunds 
are discovered in the future.

Pax Muscovae 
TG the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
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Straws in the Wind 


Just as it would be easy for the Democrats to 
read too much into the returns from Tuesday's 
off-year elections so would it be easy for the 
Republicans to read too little. 

The restoration of the demagogic A. B. (Hap- 
py) Chandler to the governorship of Kentucky 
on the Democratic ticket tells little except that 
all too many people still have a hankering for 
his kind of political corn. 

The Kentucky result would have taken on real 
significance if the voters had elected Chandler's 
G.O.P. opponent or even given the Republican 
nominee enough ballots to make it a close race. 
For Kentucky will be fighting ground in the 
presidential race next year. 

There is more meaning in the 132,000-majority 
victory of the Democratic ticket in the mayoral 
contest in Philadelphia, but it is necessary to be 
precise about that meaning. The Democratic 
campaigners, retiring Mayor Joseph S. Clark and 
his elected successor, Richardson Dilworth, had 
something solid for the voters—constructive, 
clean-up records in the wake of 60-odd years 
of Republican rule up to 1951, 

The record of Mr. Dilworth as District Attor- 
ney and that of Mr. Clark in the Mayor's office 
were so good that two of Philadelphia's three 
newspapers, including the strongly Republican 
Inquirer, supported Mr. Dilworth. A third gave 
him more points on experience and qualifications 
than his Republican opponent. 

The Democrats were scrupulous to keep na- 
tional issues out of their campaign. But the 
Republicans obtained a personal indorsement for 
their nominee from President Eisenhower. They 
also used Treasury Secretary Humphrey, G.O.P. 
Chairman Hall and former House Leader Halleck 
and other party leaders in campaign meetings. 

The Dilworth victory inevitably strengthens the 
hold of the Democrats on usually Republican 
Pennsylvania... It also strengthens the prospec- 
tive candidacy of Adlai E. Stevenson for the 
1956 Democratic nomination for President since 
Dilworth and Clark, Yale and Harvard graduates 
respectively, are avid Stevenson backers. 

In. New Jersey, New York, Connecticut, and 
elsewhere Republicans lost enough loca] races 
to give the G.O.P. National Committee some- 
thing to worry about. 

The Republicans could rejoice in winning the 
mayor's chair from the Democrats in Salt Lake 
City, but in Indiana where Senator Capehart 
comes up next year, there was little to cheer 
them. The Democrats took away the mayoral 
post not only in Republican Indianapolis, but 
also in South Bend, Muncie, Michigan City, 
Evansville, Bloomington, Marion and New Castle. 

In New York state the mayoral results were 
mixed but the Democrats captured the City Hall 
from the Republicans in Troy and Schenectady. 
In Connecticut, they won the mayoral seat now 
held by the Republicans In industrially important 
Waterbury. And in New Jersey the Democrats 
gained three State Senate seats—one held by 
the Republicans since 1908 and another occupied 
by the Republican dean of the State Senate. 

These results taken as a whole add up to the 
third year of gains for the Democrats since the 
Republican triumph in 1952. The swingback be- 
gan in Wisconsin and New Jersey as early as the 
fall of 1953. It picked up speed to produce the 
Democratic majorities in Congress in the 1954 
midterm election—the first time a Republican 
President had lost both Senate and House since 
Hayes in 1876. Continuing it now has given the 
Democrats a net gain of perhaps three dozen or 
more cities in these grass-raots elections. 

More than anything else this cumulative reac- 
tion since 1952 tells us that the Eisenhower vic- 
tory was personal not political, One consequence 
probably will be increased G.O,.P. talk about the 
President as a candidate to succeed himself 
notwithstanding his illness. And that will be 
an admission that the party in power in Wash- 
ington has no one within many leagues of Dwight 
D. Eisenhower as a potential candidate. 
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Molotov Back With the Old Line 

The “new baggage” Mr. Molotov brought back 
to Geneva from Moscow had the old familiar 
look. He again rejected the Western plan for 
German reunification, declaring it to be nothing 
other than a scheme to rearm Germany as a 
member of the Western alliance. 

There really was not much cause to hope that 
Molotev's quick trip home for the celebration 
of the anniversary of the Bolshevik revolution 
would change the Biz Four situation—except 
that it is always possible for a totalitarian regime 
to ignore its own logic and suddenly to pull 
out of the hat the rabbit of agreement. But 
Mr. Molotov's bags contained no rabbits. 

lf anything, the West eased its position a bit 
as the foreign ministers resumed their talks. 
French Foreign Minister Pinay told Molotev 
that a reunited Germany would be free to make 
its own decision on joining NATO or, for that 
matter, the Warsaw Eastern European bloc. 
This was part of the original Eden proposals, 
but it had not been “talked up” in this post- 
summit Geneva conference. It is one of the 
realities to be faced in connection with German 
sovereignty. 

More than ever the hopes of the conference 
seem to rest in the area of understandings on 
trade, currency, communications, travel and 
such lesser features of day-by-day international 
intercourse. A good many Germans, especially 
those outside the Adenauer coalition, are willing 
to settle for such limited progress. Such agree- 
ments—and time—may help to solve the more 
stubborn problem. 
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President Castillo’s Message 

President Carlos Castillo Armas of Guatemala 
has brought a salutary lesson about Commu- 
nism to St. Louis. The man who by force 
of arms threw off the yoke of Communism 
from his own country deplores the use of force 
and believes in public education which he thinks 
can render force unnecessary. Popular govern- 
ment, he says, will be secure when democratic 
education has been widely spread. |

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A Right and a Wrong Way 

Ambassador Lodge has fallen k to a new 
line in his fight against the election of Yugo- 
slavia or any other Eastern European nation as 
the eleventh member of the United Nations 
Security Council. Having for many days argued 
that Eastern Europe has no claim to the seat, 
he is now offering to honor the claim, in alter- 
nate years, provided the General Assembly will 
just elect the Philippines this year. 

The answer to this proposal seems to be No, 
for the Assembly has run through nine more 
ballots, making a total of 21, without being able 
to break the deadlock between the. Philippines 
and Yugoslavia. And the significant thing is 
that the No answer comes not from our cus- 
tomary opponent, the Soviet Union, but from 
the British delegation. Britain persists in sup- 
porting Yugoslavia, and declares “we believe 
that the European delegations all share our 
views,” : 

Is it any wonder that the Russians have faded 
into the background of this controversy? Having 
succeeded in setting Britain and all the Euro- 
pean members against the United States, the 
Soviets have only to sit back and enjoy the show. 

The truth is that American policy on this 
question rests on a demonstrably false premise. 
Our delegation claims that there was no 1946 
agreement covering the geographical distribution 
of non-permanent seats on the Security Council. 
Not only Russia, however, but Britain and all 
the European members insist that there was 
such an agreement. And they can point out 
that the United States observed it until 1950. 

In plain honesty, the agreement ought to be 
carried out until it is changed. The British 
suggest that it be changed when the bulk of the 
22 applicants now awaiting election aré admitted 
to U.N. membership, but that meanwhile it be 
observed. This procedure makes sense. 
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A Certain Pair of Crowds 

Joan Crawford drew a bigger crowd at the 
New Orleans railroad station than did Harry 
Truman, the United Press reports. So, we 
would inquire, what? Our feeling is that it 
isn’t fair to make the comparison. The two 
arrivals were not comparable. 

Miss Crawford, for her part, was preceded 
by some 50 pieces of luggage, a hairdresser, 
secretary, costumer and general utility man. 
An advance guard like that is like a roll of 
drums and a flourish—it would drum up some- 
thing of a crowd for anyone. Along about the 
thirty-fifth piece of baggage or the third member 
of the entourage, even the least clever passerby 
would be likely to gain the impression that 
someone pretty special was about to make an 
appearance. 

We do not expect to live so long as to see 
Harry Truman arrive at a railroad station pre- 
ceded by 50 pieces of luggage, a hairdresser, 
secretary, costumer, etc. etc., etc. It would 
presumably also be a lung time before Miss 
Crawford would be found dead arriving any 
other way. So meanwhile the relative crowds 
they draw will receive no further attention from 
us, or at most a hearty ho-hum. 
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More Than a Jet Tester Needed 

The Navy has dedicated a $41,000,000 labora- 
tory at Trenton, N.J., that will enable it to find 
most of the flaws in new jet engines without 
risking pilot or planc. It is unfortunate that 
it was not developed sooner as Adm. S. B. Span- 
gier, father of the test center, says it would 
prevent a repetition of the recent F3H-1 jet 
Demon fighter plane fiasco. 

“T am sure the trouble with the Demon would 
not have happened if we had had this type of 
test facility,” Adm. Spangler said. “With the 
lab we could have saved $200,000,000 on the 
Demon program.” 

That is all very well, but more than a mechan- 
ical tester was needed in the Demon case since 
the Navy went right on with the program after 
test flights had shown the plane was too heavy 
for its jet engine. The only safeguard against 
that was some kind of machine that would 
prevent a person in high authority from flying 
in the face of the evidence.

Good News from Denver 

That is véry good news from Denver about 
President Eisenhower's return to Washington. 
He has now progressed sufficiently along the 
recovery road for him to fly to the national 
capital Friday, Since no complications are 
foreseen by Dr. Paul Dudley White, the Boston 
heart specialist, the schedule is further planned 
to include departure from the White House to 
the Eisenhower farm Monday. The prospect 
now is that Gettysburg will be the presidential 
abede from then for the next two months, 

Having Mr. Eisenhower 68 miles from Wash- 
ington will not be the ideal situation, but it is 
infinitely better than that which potentially con- 
fronted the country six weeks ago. After the 
President's attack no one knew what to expect. 

Now it seems altogether probable that he 
will be able to handle administrative duties on a 
carefully regulated schedule. It also appears 
quite evident that he can meet with his advisers, 
including Cabinet members, and join them in 
making top policy decisions. There has been 
enough of this at Denver for it to become a 
part of the convalescence routine. 

The situation as it stands today makes 
completely nonsensical any speculation that 
President Eisenhower would resign and turn 
his office over to Vice President Nixon. This 
foolish idea has been kicked around until it 
was finally put to Press Secretary Hagerty. Mr. 
Hagerty’s comment was in “two words and you 
can take either of them—‘No’ or ‘Nuts.’” 

If the secretarial rejoinder was on the in- 
elegant side, it was both emphatic and under- 
standable. From the minute of Mr. Eisen- 
hower's illness there has been no time when his 
resignation was remotely indicated. Such spec- 
ulation suggests only that some speculators will 
speculate about anything however unspeculative.

machinery speed is up a third; but the main lack is MONEY.

Most of America’s 3,400,000 miles 
of street and highway are wearing out. 
Their design is as obsolete as a Tin 
Lizzie. They must be replaced to carry 
the heavier loads required by our highly 
urbanized and suburbanized economy, 
to provide safer travel for a greater 
and faster-moving volume of traffic. 


Rebuilding our highways to modern 
standards and future needs, says Pres- 
ident Eisenhower's Advisory Commit- 
tee, will cost a whopping 101 billion 
dollars in the next 10 years—54 bil- 
lions more than we have spent on roads 
since 1920. 


A modern four-lane highway can cost 
four, eight, sometimes 10 times as much 
per mile as the two-lane roads of the 
'20s. It requires 420 per cent more 
pavement, 400 per cent more earth ex- 
cavation, 1000 per cent more steel and 
7626 cubic yards of sub-base previously 
not built. 

The old roads had two 9-foot lanes; 
the new ones have four 12-foot lanes. 
The pavement was six inches thick; now 
it is nine or 10. 

The old roads had six-foot shoulders; 
the new ones, 10-foot shoulders. 

Will these new highways give Better 
service than the highways of the ‘20s? 
Will Amerié¢a find itself behind another 
101 billion-dollar highway deficit in 
1980? The indications are that it will 
not, 


Lessons Learned Since the ‘20s 


While our roads have been wearing 
out, highway engineers, contractors and 
manufacturers of paving materials and 
machinery have learned how to make 
highways as modern as the vehicles they 
carry. And these new roads will not 
only be safer, but will last a lot longer 
than the highways built in the °20s. 


The average life of a concrete high- 
way built in the decade was 28.2 years 
(of an asphalt highway, 13.5 years). 

A first-class concrete highway built 
today, says Dr, A. Allan Bates of the 
Portland Cement Research Laborato- 
ries, will last 50 years and more. ~- 

Why? A lot has been learned about 
soil and sand, rock and cement, water 
and weather in the past two decades. 

The fi organized research in 
ding problems began in 


ment of Agriculture called the Office 
of Public Roads Inquiries was created 
to investigate the best methods of road- 
making. 

Up to that time, America’s only 
paved roads were made of macadam, 
a mixture of stones held in place by 
pulverized rock, watered during con- 
struction to serve as a cement, 


‘No Stronger Than Its Base’ 
These roads, which had _ served 


America’s horses and wagons for al- 
most a century, failed under automo- 
bile traffic. 

Hard-surfaced highway building had 
got started ee World War I,

After World War II, road tests were 
resumed. When the test was finished, 
all slabs built on granular sub-base 
were in perfect condition. dn the other 
sections, built on the plastic soils, 
water, softening the subsoil, turned it 
into mud, The heavy trucks, rolling 
over the pavement joints, caused the 
slabs to bend, This action “pumped” 
the mud out at the joints and edges 
until finally the slab ends cracked 
because there was no underlying ma- 
terial to support them. 


More than good pavement and 
a good sub-base are required for good 
roads. The soil beneath actually bears 
the traffic load. 


Research Leads the Way 


At the Portland Cement Laboratories, 
in Skokie, Ill, 136 scientists and re- 
searchers have been studying soil ‘‘pro- 
files” taken from all over the United 
States. In pits six feet deep, they are 
re-creating the actual soil conditions 
underlying highways all over the na- 
tion, testing temperatures, humidity, 
resistance to impact and stress—all 
under laboratory-controlled conditions. 

From these laboratories have come 
improvements in highway technique 
which are already paying off. 

In the °20s, concrete slabs were laid 
with wide expansion joints left open 
and later filled with sealing material. 
These sealing strips gave motorists a 
thump-thump-thump effect when they 
drove over a concrete highway. Today, 
the concrete is poured in a continuous 
ribbon, then sawed with power tools 
equipped with diamond blades. Con- 
struction time is speeded and the joints, 
much narrower, require less sealing 
compound. The thump-thump-thump is 
eliminated. The motorist gets a quieter, 
smoother ride and the pavement is 
much less subject to water infiltration. 

One big money-saving improvement 
was the development of soil cement, a 
simple mixture of pulverized soil with 
measured amounts of Portland cement 
and water, compacted to high density. 
This low-cost pavement can often be 
made from the roadway soil at hand. 
Since soil constitutes 85 per cent of the 
material needed, soil-cement highways 
are economical indeed. 


Savings Through Competition 


Taxpayers benefit by highly com- 
petitive private enterprise in the de- 
velopment of paving materials, road- 
building machinery and construction 
methods. Dr. Bates's Portland Cement 
Research Laboratory has its competi- 
tive counterpart in the Asphalt Insti- 
tute at College Park, Md. 

Competition between the makers of 
road-building machinery, too, is as hot 
as that between Chevrolet and Ford.

Poor Tom, Holy Tom 
MY LIFE FOR MY SHEEP. by Alfred Duggan. 

(Coward-McCann, Inc., 341 pes. $5.) 

Poor Tom, bright Tom, brave Tom, 
splendid Tom, proud Tom, holy Tom. 
All these names have been applied to 
St. Thomas of Canterbury, born Thomas 
a Becket, son of a prosperous London 
merchant. His martyr’s death came in 
1170 at the hands of henchmen of King 
Henry II of England, when, as Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, he defended the 
rights of the Catholic Church against 
the encroachment of temporal power. 


The progression of events, from 
school within the shadow of St. Paul's 
Cathedral to death in the north transept 
of the great Cathedral of Canterbury, is 
recorded carefully and colorfully in the 
pages of Mr, Duggan’s novel. 


Thomas a Becket was a wonderfully 
complex man with a protean character. 
The author shows how this character de- 
veloped in sketches of the son of a 
tradesman anxious to win esteem from 
his social betters. 
The scholar won his 
way upwards by the 
exercise of high 
self-control over a 
gigantic temper and 
a concentration on 
detail that made his 
work in all fields 
excellent. 

As if in compen- 
sation, . this well- 
trained legalist was 
deprived of that 
drop of humanity 
which would have 
made his six-foot 
eight-inch figure 
less imposing but more acceptable to 
his fellows, including bis. king. 


One of the characters of the novel 
Says of Becket, “He is a holy archbishop, 
even if he has to stop and think how 
to behave like one, instead of his good 
deeds coming to him naturally.” 

This same self-command and uncon- 
cern for others gave him, when his mo- 
ment of trial came, the strength to tell 
the king of England there was a power 
to which even a king must bow. For 
that, he was struck down by four 
knights who believed mistakenly that 
King Henry wanted his one-time trusted 
companion killed. 


The pageantry of the peripatetic Eng- 
lish court at which Becket served is 
presented in rich crimson detail by 
Duggan. Before he took the hairshirt 
as archbishop, the lay chancellor gloried 
in fine garments and royal sports, espe- 
cially falconry. The reader will find 
much detail, the result of careful re- 
search, in the sections dealing with the 
splendid life at court. 


When the chronicle climaxes as the 
holders of the two swords of church 
and state meet in mortal affray, the 
writing of Duggan shows weak points. 
For ell his skill in portraying the sur- 
face flow of life, the author does not 
sustain the mood of high drama and 
terror, The diction of the main char- 
acters clearly falls below the level of 
the ideas they seek to convey. Further- 
more, the author is unable to get inside 
Becket to show the tension within the 
man, as he sought to save his church, 
his king and his country from the terror 
of civil war.

Failing to See and Match Red Influence 


WASHINGTON. 


E ARE FACING SERIOUS DECISIONS arising out of a 
Wee great expansion of the political power and influence 
of the Soviet Union. The problem has been dramatized by 
the sale of arms to Egypt and the acute tension which that has 


caused between Egypt and Israel. 


But the expansion of the 


Soviet power is not limited to this one area around Suez. 


It is making itself felt in 
Spain despite Franco's’ cele- 
brated anti-Communism; it is 
making itself felt in French 
North Africa, 
in the Balkans 
and in Cyprus, 
and across 
southern Asia 
into the South 
Pacific. There 
have long been 
Communist 
propaganda and 
infiltration in 
these parts of 
the world. What 
is new and re- 
cent is that the 
Soviet Union has now entered 
these lands openly and directly 
in the role of a great power. 

Until the past few months 
the Soviet Union has been a 
diplomatic outsider, acting in- 
directly and exerting a clan- 
destine power. Now she has 
taken her place as a principal 
player in the big game of power 
politics. 


New Choice for the Weak. 


This is something very new 
for which London and Wash- 
ington have been quite unpre- 
pared. Until the past few 
months they have been living 
under the impression that Rus- 
sia was excluded, as she has 
been for centuries, from the 
Mediterranean and the Middle 
East. 

Suddenly. they find that in 
these critical and unsettled 
lands there are no longer three 
great powers, namely France, 
Great Britain and the United 
States, but four great powers.

ington, and they can use West- 
ern favors and Western prom- 
ises to get more favors and 
more promises out of Moscow. 

This game can become very 
dangerous. But as long as

Treasury Official Says 
It Favors Public In- 
spection of Applica- 
tions. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9 (UP) 
~—A Treasury official said to- 
day the Administration favors 
public inspection of applications 
for tax exempt status by non- 
profit organizations. 

It will sponsor legislation in 
the néxt session of Congress tb 
carry this out. 

H. Chapman Rose, Treasury 
Under Secretary, made the dis- 
closure in testimony before the 
House subcommittee on  in- 
formation which is holding 
hearings on the administration's 
information policies, He said 
Secretary of Treasury George 
M. Humphrey authorized the an- 
nouncement. 

The legislation, Rose ex- 
plained, would “permit applica- 
tions for tax exempt status to 
be opened to inspection by the 
public.” 

“The Secretary has for some 
‘time believed,” he said, “that 
inasmuch as the basic reason 
for exempting these organiza- 
tions from tax is that they serve 
a public rather than a private 
purpose, it is entirely proper 
that their applications for tax- 
exempt status be available for 
public inspection,” 

Congressional Action. 

Rose said the Department of 
Justice had informed the Treas- 
ury that “congressional action 
specifically .allowing public in- 
spection of,applications of tax- 
exempt organizations is desir- 
able to remove any doubt con- 
cerning the authority for such | 
action.” 

A Treasury official said the | 
legislation as now foreseen, 
would be limited to applica- 
tions for such tax exempt status 
and would not permit public 
access to the actual tax returns | 
of 30,000 organizations which | 
now pay no taxes because of | 
their non-profit operation. 

The tax-exempt privilege en- 
joyed by some organizations has 
come under heavy congression- | 
al fire from time to time and | 
generated demands for the le- | 
gal right to check on who gets 
the exemptions.

Aug. 25, the service officially 
blamed the six lots for a polio | 
outbreak among vaccinated per- | 
sons but said live virus had 
been isolated in only three lots 
up to that time. 

Today’s announcement said 
laboratory tests on the vaccine 
had ‘been completed. These con- 
. firm, the service said, that live 

virus was present in all six of

duces the deadliest forms of 
polio. One lot also had some 
Type II virus and two had 
some Type III.

NEW YORK, Nov. 9 (UP)—

tion for Bob Porterfield and 
Mickey Vernon today with a 
promise “to trade for a front- 
line pitcher” in order to match 
the big deals already made by 
their three principal American 
League rivals.

Porterfield, 31, had a 10-17

Ex-St. Louis Writer 
Gets New Nickname

NEW YORK, Nov. 9 (AP). 
ENNESSEE WILLIAMS, who once wrote purely 
from hunger, has become one of the golden boys 
of the American writing scene. 
He has been so successful that his friends have 
given him a new 
nickname: “Tennes- 
see Millions.” 

At 41, the prolific 
author has turned 
out nine full-length 
plays, a volume of 
verse, two volumes 
of short stories, and 
a collection of a 
dozen shorter plays 
called “Twenty-seven 
Wagons Full of Cot- 
ton.” 

He has completed 
for Paramount Pic- 
tures a film script 
of “The Rose Tat- 
too,” starring Burt 
Lancaster and Anna 
Magnani—it is the 
third of his dramas 
he has adapted for 
the movies—and his 
“Cat On a Hot Tin Roof” is a top Broadway-hit.

= large measure, from the revolt stirred in him by his 
discovery of poverty and what it did to peopit 

Born in the Epsicopal rectory of his grandfather in 
Columbus, Miss., he moved at the age of 12 to St. 
Louis, where his father worked as a salesman for a 
shoe firm. The family lived in one of a row of brick 
apartment buildings “the color of dried blood and 
mustard.” 

In the South the young writer had been unaware of 
any distinctions based on wealth. 

“But,” he says, “we suddenly discovered there were 
two kinds of people. The rich and the poor, and that 
we belonged more to the latter. 

“If I had been born to this situation I might not 
have resented it deeply. But it was forced upon my 
consciousness at the most sensitive age of childhood.” 


TENNESSEE WILLIAMS 
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THE SHOCK RESULTED in a rebellion and a social 
consciousness which Williams feels still marks most of 
his writing. But the shock paid off well. 

“T am glad that I received this bitter education,” 
Williams once wrote, “for I don’t think any writer has 
much purpose back of him unless he feels bitterly the 
inequities of the society he lives in. 

“IT have no acquaintances with political and social 
dialectics. If you ask what my politics are, I am a 
Humanitarian.” 

How did he get his odd first name? He picked it 
out himself. As a boy he had published some lyric 
poetry, which he later decided was pretty awful, under 
his birth name—Thomas Lanier Williams. 

“I felt the name had been compromised,” he says, 
“so I changed it to Tennessee Williams, the justifica- 
tion being mainly that the Williamses had fought the 
Indians for Tennessee and I had already discovered 
that the life of a young writer was going to be some- 
thing similar'to the defense of a stockade against a 
band of savages.” 
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A DEPRESSION PRODUCT, it took Williams seven 
years to earn a college degree. Twice his health broke 
down in years during which he worked all day and 
wrote most of the night. He held such jobs as elevator 
operator, waiter, cashier, shoe firm clerk, teletype 
operator and movie usher. 

“But there was never a moment when I did not find 
life to be immeasurably exciting to experience and 
witness,” he recalls, “however difficult it was to sus- 
tain.” 

His bread crumb days ended when he left @ $17 
a week movie usher job for a Hollywood writing as- 
signment at $250 a week. 

Williams now can afford to travel anywhere in the 
world and write where he pleases. An associate re- 
cently said: 

“The first money Tennessee earned as a writer was 
ie three sonnets. Now he gets at last $10 a 
word.” 

That's not bad—considering that President Calvin 
Coolidge when he left the White House received only 
$1 a word for writing a daily column.

Overactive 


ThyroidGland

EAR Dr. Steincrohn: I have 
Drecentiy received word from 
a friend of mine that his 
wife has an overactive thyroid. 
He is much concerned about 
her. Can you tell me what it 
means? Is it serious? Sincerely, 
Mr. L. L. 
Answer: The thyroid gland is 
a butterfly-like structure in the 
neck. Ordinarily it cannot be 
seen or felt. Its chief purpose 
is to regulate body metabolism. 
We do not know what causes a 
person to have an overactive or 
underactive gland. But we un- 
derstand the mechanism: faulty 
jodine production and storage. 
Your friend's wife may have 
Grave's disease. The typical pa- 
tient has a large tumor-like 
swelling in the neck due to thy- 
roid enlargement. The eyes are 
staring. sometimes called “pop- 
eyes.” The skin is moist. The 
patient is distressingly nervous: 
unable to sit still or relax. Often 
there is also a difficulty in 
climbing stairs due to leg-tir- 
ing. Although appetite is 
voracious, loss of weight is ex- 
treme. There is tremor of the 
fingers if you observe closely. 
* . 


DIAGNOSIS is made by the 
above findings. Corroborative 
evidence is had by taking a 
basal metabolism test and find- 
ing a rate above plus 15 or 20 
per cent. Also by using the 
newer laboratory methods of 
blood iodine content and meas- 
urement of iodine uptake of ra- 
dioactive iodine. 

Hyperthyroidism is only se- 
rious if untreated. For example, 
the heart may become irregular 
due to auricular fibrillation or 
due to heart skips we call extra- 
systoles. However, it returns to 
normal after treatment.

ED-HAIRED Suzy Parker, 
R: 22-year-old Texas-born 

beauty with sea-blue eyes, is 
the de luxe, “international- 
type” model who can earn $50 
an hour in Paris as easily as 
she does in New York. 


Suzy and her slightly older 
sister, Dorian Leich, flit be- 
tween the United States and 
Europe and find it as easy to 
carve out a career in one place 
as the other. They are known 
as the famous sister-team in the 
modeling profession. 


An unusual thing about Suzy 
is that modeling isn’t her only 
occupation. If there’s one thing 
she can do as well as high fash- 
ion modeling it’s taking pic- 
tures. She’s as good behind a 
camera as she is in front of one. 
She’s a top notch professional 
photographer. 


Actually, the versatile Suzy 
scores on three fronts—as 
model, photographer and fash- 
ion editor. 

As a model she has few peers. 
Her face often adorns the cov- 
ers of the slick magazines. She 
has posed for thousands of 
newspaper and magazine adver- 


tisements and is conceded to be. 


one of the real “pros” of the 
profession. 

Suzy achieved her ambition 
to be a real photographer two 
years ago in Paris when she 
served an apprenticeship under 
photographer Henri Cartier- 
Bresson. Then she hied herself 
off to Africa to practice taking 
her own pictures. She wound 
up as a staff photographer for 
the French edition of “Vogue.” 
She also became fashion editor 
of “Le Nouveau Femina.” 


Suzy has come back to New 
York on one of her traveling 
sprees. When I interviewed her, 
while she was doing one of her 
modeling jobs, she was planning 
to make another trip. 

“I haven't been to Asia or 
South America,” she said. “So 
I'm going to Rio de Janeiro on 
a banana boat. I'm going alone, 
and I'm taking my camera 
along.” 

When Suzy works a modeling 
job she is efficiency-plus. I met 
Suzy by appointment at the 
Ford modeling agency in Man- 
hattan as she was starting the 
day's assignments. She was be- 
comingly attired and carried a 
leather bag which contained ar- 
ticles such as pumps, cosmetics, 
combs and other feminine ac- 
cessories. 

We taxied across town to Stu- 
dio Associates, arriving on time 
for her first appointment. She 
entered a dressing room. Five 
minutes later she emerged, ex- 
uding glamour. 

Although it was humid in 
New York, she was now attired 
in a black wool dinner gown, 
cut low at the neck to display 
her lovely throat which was en- 
circled by some glassware that 
glinted like diamonds. It was 
not quite noon, yet she was all 
set to portray the role of a girl 
enjoying “the cocktail hour.” 

And then, accompanied by an- 
other model — sinuous, dark- 


haired Barbara Mullen — Suzy 
tripped out to a cab and was 
whirled uptown to La Mer res- 
taurant, off Fifth avenue at 
Eighty-sixth street. There the 
two girls immediately went “on 
location.” They sat at a make- 
believe cocktail lounge table 
and posed for a series of pic- 
tures. They might as well have 
been in fashionable “21,” the 
Colony or the Stork Club, as 
far as the people who see the 
pictures in advertisements are 
concerned. The main thing, 
however, was that these two 
experienced models were show- 
ing and “selling” the latest fall 
black wool fashions for evening 
wear. 

When the pictures were taken 
Suzy, just to prove that she can 
take pictures as well as pose for 
them, reversed jobs with fash- 
ion photographer Dick Rut- 
ledge. Now it was Rutledge’s 
turn to do the posing while 
Suzy, behind the camera, did 
the “shooting.”

HAT stunt expertly demon- 
T strated, Suzy called for a 
taxi and was off on another 
appointment. That's the way it 
goes in modeling. 

“We find ourselves in bathing 
suits in winter and wearing fur 
coats in the summertime,” said 
Suzy. “We take it in stride.” 


In spite of her youth, Suzy 
has years of modeling experi- 
ence behind her. She started 
posing when she was 14 and to- 
day she is confident, poised and 
always self-possessed. While 
Suzy is popular and has many 
male admirers she’s still single. 
Apparently she has no serious 
romantic attachments. Asked if 
she plans to get married one of 
these days, she smilingly re- 
plied “never’—but volunteered 
no explanation. 

Emphasizing that the top 
models she has met in New 
York are “nice giris,” Suzy 
pointed out that most of them 
are married and have children. 

“They go home evenings after 
work and cook,” she com- 


mented. “You'll see most of 
them knitting socks for their 
husbands between sittings. 

Suzy is 5 feet 8 inches tall in 
her stocking feet. She is slen- 
der and stunning-looking She 
doesn't smoke. Occasionally she 
takes a drink—but no hard 
liquor. 


“I do TV commercials once in 
awhile,” she said. “I might do a 
cigarette ad or a washing ma- 
chine ad—come what may. Since 
I do not smoke, I feel a bit 
awkward posing with a cigar- 
ette but I get by.” 

Models with special talent are 
discovering a potential “gold 
mine” in TV, which is reaching 
out and hiring them to adver- 
tise products ranging from cig- 
arettes to motor cars. 


Ex-model Betty Furness has 
led the way. TV has “made” 
her. The new present-day crop 
of models are following in 
Betty's footsteps, notably a 
young woman known as “Rox- 
anne.” 

Roxanne is a blond beauty, 
25 years old, formerly Dolores 
Rosedale of Minneapolis, and 
now Mrs. Thomas Roddy, wife 
of a manufacturer of collapsible 
motor scooters. Roxanne has 
been modeling in New York for 
five years, but—like other 
youngsters—she long since rec- 
ognized and took advantage of 
the possibilities of television.

HILE Col. Carlos Castillo Armas, president of Guate- 
Woe has visited industries and discussed trade and 
matters of state during a two-week visit to the United 
States, his attractiye and vivacious wife has spent much of 
her time in “woman talk” 
—both with guests at social 
affairs and among dedi- 
cated volunteers at welfare 
agencies. Her busy, one- 
day schedule in St. Louis 
yesterday included only 
the former, a large tea at

The middle class can afford radios and 
television—that came to Guatemala just two months ago, 
by the way—and bathrooms, but there is a working class 
that has been disinherited of life and we are fighting to 
get a better life for them.”

ALTHOUGH GUATEMALA has day nurseries, it does 
not yet have community centers, where people can come 
together for crafts, clubs, even gymnastics, and she hopes 
to see their development as soon as possible. However, she 
is devoted to the principle of free enterprise, and feels that 
“everything done by the heart is better than if it all came 
from the government.” As first lady of Guatemala, she has 
given unofficial government sanction to welfare services, 
helping to organize wives of diplomats and other govern- 
ment personnel into groups sponsoring teas or other events, 
with proceeds to go to Senora Castillo’s charities. Remain- 
ing aloof from the actual machinery of government, she 
nevertheless is proud that women in Guatemala this year 
for the first time are candidates for legislative posts, al- 
though they have had the vote since 1945.

50 Years of Free Cancer Treatmen 
Barnard Skin and Cancer Hospital Aids Only the Poor —Benefit Tomorrow 


By Clarissa Start 


N these days of much talk 
[ about high medical costs it is 

good.to remember that there 
is a St. Louis hospital which 
opens its doors only to the poor. 
This hospital, the Barnard Free 
Skin and Cancer Hospital, is 
now 50 years old and it has seen 
many changes in those 50 years. 

The city, like the hospital— 
now housed in a new building in 
the Barnes group—has moved 
westward. The principal disease 
the hospital fights, once a 
shameful name to be whispered 
behind closed doors, now is an 
open cause for national cam- 
paigns. Methods, medications, 
research have changed, but 


. Barnard’s basic reason for exist- 


ence has remained the same: 
to fight cancer and = skin 
diseases, and to provide medical 
and surgical aid to victims of 
those diseases who cannot af- 
ford to Fey for such aid. 

Walk" down the hall of Bar- 
nard’s ‘and you-get a good idea 
of the cross-section of humanity 
served there. A 20-year-old 
boy from Georgia, a traveling 
painter who was spraying paint 
in the basement of a building in 
Farmington, Mo., when the hot 
water heater exploded. A 78- 
year-old man from rural Mis- 
souri, who was a patient in a 
nursing home for the indigent, 
when a_ conscientious nurse 
noticed a persistent sore on his 
mouth. An Arkansas woman 
who had been worried about an 
unusual swelling. 

All of them have two things 
in common, their need for skin 
or cancer treatment and their 
inability to pay for it. At the 
hospital, all this is taken care 
of, including expensive Batatron 
treatments, blood transfusions, 
anesthetics, a private room if 
necessary. 

There is only.one gap in 
Barnard’s official program, and 
that concerns the patient from 
out of town who leaves the 
hospital but must stay in St. 
Louis and report back for a 
week or longer. Usually he has 
no money even for a room or 
the necessary carfare. This is 
where the Women’s Auxiliary 
Board of the hospital comes in 
with a revolving fund which 
provides for these patients and 
also furnishes such niceties as 
television in the day rooms, 
presents at Christmas time,

Designing Woman 
More Light for a Room

MALL winddéws can't always 


be blamed when a .room 
hasn't enough light. A bigger 
reason may be that so much 


light is cut off by shades and 
curtains. Window shades are 
kept at half mast, curtains and 
draperies are hung over glass 
areas. 

Actually, a room can enjoy 
more light with heavy curtain- 
ing when it's wisely placed than 
with light curtaining that’s half- 
blinded. 

The best light comes from 
above. Raise the shades to 
the top of the window to let 
the therriest sunshine in, and 
frame the window with curtains 


rather than cover them. Set 
rods high so valances cover 
rolled-up shades and the cur- 
tain tops but none of the glass.
